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Teen-Age Violence 


The growing incidence of teen-age 


violence, particularly in Milwaukee and 
Madison, has suddenly come into public 
focus as a result of two stabbings and a 
threat m school with a shotgun. The inci- 
dents nave been serious and only public 
awareness and concern and » great deal 
of cooperation among authorities can keep 
the problem from growing. 


In Milwaukee an assistant principal 


was stabbed by a boy who had been sus- 
pended by another official earlier in the 
day. Apparently the boy meant to stab 
the other principal but that is irrelevant 
Evidence has been brought out that the 
offender had been taken to a detention 
home and kept there for only two days 
after he stabbed a 14-year-old girl a few 
dsys earlier. Here certainly there was a 
breakdown between the Children's Court 
and the Youth Aid Bureau. Officials of 
the latter agency have since said that the 
boy should have been kept longer for 
tests. 


But in other cases in Milwaukee, school 


officials have failed to report incidents of 
fighting, concealed weapons and even at- 
tempted rape to the police. There seems 
to be a general lack of policy as to whose 
responsibility such offenses become but 
obviously the police are the ones to b« 
notified. 


In Madison a 17-year-old youth serious- 


ly stabbed an older boy last week. The 
assailant had been arrested at least 12 
times by city and county authorities for 
such offenses as disorderly conduct, carry- 
ing concealed weapons, transporting a 
stolen car across the state line, burglary 
end auto theft, malicjous destruction of 
property and drinking. 
He had been 


placed in detention after the theft charges 
for 12 days and released on a year's proba- 
tion. Six months later h« was placed in 
detention for thre« days. Later when ar- 
rested for carrying a switch blade knife, 
he was not held although police say it 
was "known" that he had imported the 
knives to sell to his classmates. 


Clearly repeaters such as the Madison 


youth need treatment and the public needs 
protection from them. The police must b« 
aware of offenders from school authorities 
or they cannol judge whether a violation 
is a one-time prank which deserves one 
type of punishment or something more 
serious. And welfare and court officials 
must also have the background of offend- 
ers—and look at the backgrounds—if tht 
right course is to be followed. 


We can say again and again that basic- 


ally the growth of such juvenile crime is 
an indication of failures of parents. But 
placing the blame and fixing the cure— 
or the protection — are two different 
things. If some homes have failed, the 
youngsters from these homes must get 
discipline elsewhere. The schools can pro- 
vide some of it but they are not equipped 
to deal with repeated violence nor should 
they attempt it. 


There is no sure-cure for the problem 


or at least it hasn't yet been discovered. 
It is tragically apparent that many young- 
sters who start out with minor infractions 
graduate to bigger crimes and progress 
from detention homes to Wales to the 
Reformatory asd to Waupun. Informed 
opinion which will not tolerate violence 
in our schools and on our streets in the 
.name of kid stuff can help but there must 
also be an ability to distinguish between 
high jinks and serious offenses. 


Witcontin Report 


Brendan Beficrn, Irishman 


The death of Brendan Behan. Irish 


playwright and author, from the effects 
of too much whiskey or "gargle," as be 
called it, over too long a period of time, is 
. tragedy in that bis brilliant way with 
"words might have contributed even more 
to literature had he lived a little longer. 
And yet had Behan been any different per- 
haps he would not have written the way 
he did. 


Behan grew up as a revolutionist in a 


world that suddenly passed by the revolt 
of Ireland against English rule. In an era 
that saw the twin horrors of Nazism and 
communism 
and their 
hideous 
deeds 


against humanity, there was little time to 
shed tears over the "troubles" and the con- 
tinued English control of the "six coun- 
ties'"—especially since the majority of. the 
people living in the north of Ireland pre- 
fer it that way, English treatment of the 


Irish over the centuries had been despic- 
able, true enough—but quite suddenly in 
the 1920's. it became another time and 
another revolt. 


We don't know exactly what caused 


Behsn, like Dylan Thomas, to drink himself 
to death. There is something ironic about 
the fact that most of Behan's works are 
banned in puritan Ireland. His characters 
are real—not the sham Irish that country 
now tries to promote for the tourist trade. 
Behan's later life may have been in un- 
conscious protest against the mieu his 
country was assuming. 


Or perhaps he merely lived the way he 


wanted to. At the end of "Brendan Be- 
han's Island" be wrote of Ireland some- 
thing that seems to fit Behan himself 
very well: 


"You can take it or leave it. and that's 


the end of my story and all I am going to 
teil you and thanks for coming along." 


The Supreme Court Rules for Castro 


Fidel Castro's booming voice has been 


strangely silent about a major victory his 
government has won from the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


The court ruled this week that U. S. 


courts are without power to pass on the 
legality of his expropriation of property 
in Cuba owned by Americans. 


It is a somewhat involved case. A pri- 


vate Cuban sugar manufacturer shipped 
a cargo to the United States which he had 
sold for S175.000. The Cuban firm was 
owned mostly by U. S. stockholders. But 
before the transaction was completed Cas- 
tro seized ihe company. And the Cuban 
government sued to recover the S175.000. 


A lower court in New York had ruled 


that the seizure violated international law 
and therefore Castro was not entitled to 


the money. But the Supreme Court over- 
turned this decision. Its ruling held that 
American courts should not pass on the 
validity of acts of foreign 
governments 


performed in their capacities as sovereigns 
within their own territories. 


Justice Harian. who wrote the decision, 


said in effect it \vas a difficult decision 
and one that would not be popular. "How- 
ever offensive to the public policj of this 
country and its constituent states an ex- 
propriation of this kind may be, we con- 
clude that both the national interest and 
progress toward the goal of establishing 
the rule of law among nations are best 
served by maintaining intact the act of 
state doctrine." he said. 


This is what the Post - Crescent has

Sure, now and then some ig- 
norant -.vise guy will say some- 
thing like "I'd like to see him 
throw another fit." This burns 
nie up. It is not a fit! It is 
an epileptic seizure, and a 


great many people do not real- check to see that his breath- 


ize this. 


My roommate works in the 


cafeteria here a« school. One 
day. 
for some reason or an- 


other, he did not take his 
pills. The results were quite 
embarrassing for him. He had 
an epileptic 
seizure

It wasn't 
until I g\)t there before he got 
any help. Let me tell you. this 
is not a pleasant thing to see.

sumers would be at the mercy 
of the foreigner and there can 
be no trustworthy assurance 
that the price of beef in this 
country would ever be so 
cheap again. 


That's an unassailable argu- 


ment for a reasonable protec- 
tion for the American indus- 
try. 


ing is all right. Get. or have 
someone get a cold, wet towel 
or scarf and place it under his 
chin and up to his ears.

ing a seizure but if you do. I 
hope that you will know what 
to do to" help him. These 
things were told to me by my 
roommate so they are the 
right things to do. 


In closing I would like to 


say that I am glad there is 
"One Who Cares" and hope 
there are many more who 
care.

THE ISSUE 


It is now eminently clear 


that the price of peace be- 
tween the Sen. Nelson and 
Gov. Reynolds branches of the 
party, as they can be de- 
scribed most accurately, is the 
elimination in one way or an- 
other of Patrick Lucey from 
his ranking party position as 
national eommitteeman. 


All signs within the party in- 


dicate that Nelson—with some 
prodding from his most influ- 
ential and trusted associates 
— has made up his mind and 
that he has communicated it 
in positive terms to his con- 
siderable body of followers in 
the state part}' organization in 
preparation 
for 
the spring 


state party convention. 


Nelson has had a private 


running quarrel with Lucey 
for more than a decade. In 
earlier years it was difficult 
to press his desire to get rid 
of him because he was peren- 
nially facing hard and doubt- 
ful elections and there was 


considerable risk involved. As 
the picture is read by inter- 
ested party men today, howev- 
er, Nelson feels he is now able 
to move with comparative im- 
punity. He has barely begun a 
six-year term. By 1968 what- 
ever scars remain from the 
1964 confrontation will proba- 
bly have healed, according to 
this viewpoint 


There can be little doubt 


that if JJelson is absolutely re- 
solved to have * showdown it 
can be a difficult thing for the 
party and a real threat to 
Lucey's survival as tn effec- 
tive politician. 


SOME DOUBT 


But there must remain some 


doubt, at least, about the out- 
come. First, Lucey is unlike- 
ly to back down without a 
hard Gght Second. Gov. Reyn- 
olds cannot consent ta pay, as 
the price for peace with Nel- 
son, the repudiation of his 
closest and most useful politi- 
cal friend. Third there wfll be 
many other persons with a 
stake in the situation who will 
do all in their power to avoid 
such a bruising fight—includ- 
ing others who are looking to- 
ward election campaigns. 


It has not been generally no- 


iiced bat it is surely proba- 
ble, that such men as Sen. 
Proxmire and the four Demo- 
cratic congressmen will resist 
such a mortally divisive duel 
on the eve of their own elec- 
tion campaigns. It may be 
useful to note also that these 
men have not publicly joined 
Nelson in his insistence upon 
Lucey's retirement. 


Normally in such situations 


pragmatic politicians seek 
face - saving compromises. 
There has been talk, for exam- 
ple, of running Lucey for a 
place on the state ticket this 
year, the lieutenant governor- 
ship being usually mentioned. 
In such circumstances the par- 
ty could try to agree on a neu- 
tral, or even a Nelson-identi- 
fied 
man. for the national 


committeemaif s seat. 


But the chance of such a" so- 


lution is now difficult to as- 
sess. Any such arrangement 
must await it may be sup- 
posed, an examination of the 
party's position after the per- 
ilous Wallace-Reynolds encoun- 
ter on the presidential 
dele- 


gale ballot April 7.

GRIN AND BEAR IT

One of the most interesting 


of recent semantic problems- 
showing the profound

cepts—is the 
latest 
ruling 


of the Feder- 
al 
T r a d e 


C o m m i s- 
sion, 
which 


refused to al- 
low imitation 
fur to be la- 
beled "i m i- 
tation fur." 


This decision followed logi- 


cally — but ridiculously — 
from the FTC's proscription of 
the use of the word "fur" in 
identifying man-made 
prod- 


ucts, even if it is qualified 
with the word "imitation." 


Although the presumed in- 


tent of such a ruling is to pro- 
tect the consumer, the ulti- 
mate result is to force the 
manufacturers to invent some 
other word for their product— 
and that other word will not 
make it clear to the public 
that the product is. in reality, 
"fake fur." 


(One clothing manufacturer, 


indeed, has already taken the 
bit in his teeth, and adver- 
tises: "it's not fake anything. 
It's real DynelD 


Jt is just as if the FTC for- 


bade jewelry counters to sell 
'-fake pearls'" labeled as such, 
on the grounds that a pearl 
must be made by an oyster 
and not by a man. Jewelers 
might then call them "lumi- 
stones." and the public might 
easily believe it is getting a 


superior kind of pearl rather 
than a frank imitation. 


To be consistent, the FTC 


ought to prohibit the candy 
and ice-rream makers 
from 


labeling Jieir flavors, as they 
do. "Imitation 
Strawberry."' 


"Imitation Banana," and so 
on. If it's 
not made with 


strawberry or banana, it then 
falls in the same class as fur 
made without animals 
and 


pearls made without oysters. 


I am not unsympathetic to 


the aims of the "FTC. and the 
American consumer certainly 
needs a vigilant policing agen- 
cy to protect him from false 
labeling with obvious intent to 
defraud. But why is frozen 
dessert made with vegetable 
fat allowed to call itself "imi- 
tation ice cream." while whip- 
ped dessert topping made with 
vegetable fat may not legally 
be called "imitation whipped 
cream"? 


These are gross examples of 


the tyranny of words under 
which we 3abor. We live in- 
creasingly in a world of syn- 
thetics: in many cases, the 
synthetics are superior to the 
"natural" products they sim- 
ulate. What is important to the 
consumer is the value he is 
getting, and not the mere 
name of the product 


One wonders what the FTC 


would 
do 
about "catgut." 


which does not come from 
cats: "honeydew" which has 
r,o honey; "Irish stew." un- 
known 
in 
Ireland; 
"kid 


gloves." not made from Md: 
"rice paper," which has no 
rice 
in 
it: "sealing-wax." 


without a particle of wax: and 
"lead pencils." which contain 
no lead at all.
